When a hog becomes paralyz'wl -'in 
the hind parts give a physic of castor 
oil or epsom salts and then feed milk, 
middlings and liroewater in form of 
slop, says the Kami .loiinml. Add 
green cut fodder or roots or grass 
Once daily rub tbe loius with drug- 
cist's soap liniment Give tbe hog a 
fluid extract of nux vomica, starting 
with three drops twice dally and In- 
creasing tbe medicine a drop per dose 
laily until alarming symptoms are 
Keen or the hog gets up. at which 
■tage go back to the first dose and re- 
peat if thought necessary. The condi- 
tion is due to pampering, lack of ex- 
ercise and overfeeding. Stuffing on 
com is most likely to bring It on. The 
tendency to tbe disease is hereditary In 
wwa ftom pampered stock.

Its tend- 
ency Is to lighten the taxes apon 
mere sufficiency and increase them 
ti|)on superfluity. This has- been the
